Throughout. these territories offi- 
cers of the Allied Control Commis- 
sion, of which General Sir Henry 
Maitland Wilson is the President, 
and General Sir Harold Alexander 
is tha Acting President, will advise 
and assist Italian officials,

be withdrawn. - 


CONDITIONS 


The transfer was recommended by 
the Allied Advisory Council’ for. 
Italy on two conditions, states an’ 
Associated Press message: ‘‘ That 
the administration, central and 
local, should be carried out by 
officials of proven good ‘faith and 
Allied sympathies; and that the 
transfer should involve no commit- 
ment to the present administration 
after the capture of Rome.” 

Thus, officials explained, the Allies 
did not bind themselves to support 
the present Italian administration, 
and took note of Marshal Badoglio’s 
commitment to turn over his ers 
to another Government if the Italians 
so desire after Rome is liberated. 

General MacFarlane said that the 
transfer was @ result of the Moscow 
Conference -between Mr. Eden, Mr. 
liull and M. Molotov, in which it 
was agreed that ''the Italian people 
shall be given every opportunity to 
establish Governmental and other m- 
stitutions based on democratic prin- 
Cl les.”

Allied Attack 


On Brunswick 


Brunswick, centre of German air- 
craft production, was bombed by 
Flying Fortresses in daylight yes- 
terday. At the same time Liberators 
went to Gilze-Rijen,- in Holland; 
while earlier it was announced that 
A.A.F. Marauders had attacked mili-. 
tary objectives in Northern France. 

Yesterday’s operations followed an 
attack by Mosquitos of Bomber 
Command on targets in Western 
Germany on Wednesday night, when 
one aircraft was lost. 

Brunswick, 110 miles west of 
Berlin, is a city of about 200,000 
people. Beside assembly plants, 
there are many works producing air- 
craft component parts and aero- 
elgines. 

Gilze and Rijen, four miles apart, 
are about 65 miles inland from the 
Dutch coast. 

Six German aircraft were shot 
down in the neighbourhood of Paris 
yesterday by R.A:F. Typhoon- 
Fighters on offensive patrol, says 
the Press Association, while 
Typhoon-Fighter bombers attacked 
military objectives in Northern 
France. Two Typhoons are missing.

In U.S. operations yesterday

FLAX CROP 


CC LOSE on a million pounds will 


accrue to Irish farmers for 
last year’s flax crop, says a 
Cork correspondent. 

It is estimated that: the 28,000 
acres sown during the season pro- 
duced, roughly, 3,500 tons of fax, 
which the market readily absorbs at 
28s. per stone. 

The crop has been a good one, 
articularly in the Clonakilty, Co. 
York, area, where as many as 50 
stones an acre are. being yielded, 
and in Donegal. In some instances 
the return is up to £100 per acre. _ 

Plans for the current season indi- 
cate an appreciable expansion of the 
area under the crop, and it is likely 
that the price will be undisturbed 

New flax-scutching plant installed 
in Co. Cork and in the Midlands is 
enabling the crop to be handled 
efficiently and expeditiously. . Apart 
from the good return from it, the 
flax is providing considerable employ- 
ment, and it is felt in the flax, 
rowing areas that it will be poss- 
ible, after the war, to adapt produc- 
tion to home industrial uses.

VENETIAN PAINTING - 


The differences between the 
Florentine and Venetian Schools 
‘was pointed out by Mr. Eric 
Newton, continuing his series of 
+ Hermione lectures at» Alexandra 
-College yesterday on “Italian 
Painters of the Renaissance.” The 
Fiorentines, he said, were a city of 
merchants owing allegiance to the 
Medici princes. athe enetians owed 
“loyalty to Venice itself. Philo- 
sophical and intellectual qualities did 
not appeal to the Venetians as they 
did to the Florentines. Venice faced 
the East and her trading connections 
were with the East. As a result the 
frame of mind of ‘the East could be 
traced throughout Venetian art. 
The colourful and languorous side 
of life .overflowed in Venetian 
painting. 

To the Florentings colour was an 
added luxury, but to the Venetians 
colour was the base of the whole 
fabric. They could not think of a 
shape without thinking of the colour 
in which it was going to manifest 
itself. The average Florentine 
painting was a group of figures 
with a landscape dropped in at the 
back. But the average Venetian 
painting was a landscape with

The report of American 
landings in the islands, which 
followed soon afterwards, was still 
more exciting. At least a couple 
of months ago, Japanese spokesmen 
announced that, to their know- 
ledge, there was a great concentra- 
tion of land, sea and air units in 
the Aleutians, and they predicted 
that this force was massing with 
the object of -attempting an 
invasion of Japan’s territories in 
the Northern Pacific. Whether 
the invasion actually has taken 
place, or whether the report is 
merely a hare started by an un- 
known propagandist for an un- 
known ‘reason, we cannot tell at 
present. On the one hand, there 
would seem to be no adequate 
reason for ‘withholding the news, 
since information about the bom- 
bardment has been made public ; 
on the other hand, such a pound- 
ing as that which, apparently, 
the American Fleet gave the 
Japanese installations might 
well be the prelude to landing 
attempts, as were similar bom- 
bardments in, for instance, the 
Marshall Islands.. In any case, 
it will be no surprise if, in the 
not far distant future, the Allies 
make a move towards Japan by 
this Northern route; for such a 
step would seem to be a logical 
part of the offensive which is 
developing throughout the Far 
Eastern theatre. In the Arakan 
coastal strip of Burma, Lord 
Louis Mountbatten’s advance has 
provoked a counter-attack against 
the supply lines of the British 
invaders. “The battle is still in 
progress, but recent Allied state- 
ments take the view that the 
situation: is. well. in hand, and 
that the Japanese thrusts, in- 
tended as a diversion, have 
failed in their immediate purpose. 
In New Guinea the Japanese are 
said to be'‘withdrawing from the 
importanf base of Madang; and, 
fartherdown. the .coast, the 
Australian and American forces, 
which have been approaching one 
another since the landing at Saidor 
early in January, have closed the 
gap between them to a width of 
seven miles, and have placed the 
intervening Japanese in an almost 
hopeless position. Reports from 
New Britain say that aircraft 
which, bombed Rabaul, the prin- 
cipal advanced base in the South 
Pacific, observed far less shipping 
in the harbour than ever before. 
This may mean simply that the 
base is being used less, because of 
the constant Allied air raids; or 
it may mean that preparations are 
being made for its evacuation. In 
either case, it is evident that 
Allied pressure is being applied 
strongly throughout the whole 
Pacific area, and the ‘Japanese 
command can look forward to some 
very unpleasant months, As the 
American Under-Secretary of State 
for the Navy said yesterday, the 
Allies in the Pacific have gone 
from the defensive to the offen-

EDITOR 
POTATOES 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Smr,—Much attention has been 
drawn to the urban proposal that 
farmers of fifteen statute acres of 
arable land should grow an extra 
rood of potatoes for the Red Cross. 
It is interesting to estimate the 
approximate value of such gifts. B 
inquiries I find, from those in Gach 
with farming realities, that, assum- 
ing that extra help is available, an 
estimate may be made under the 
following heads :— 

1. Ploughing and preparation, two 
days. 2. Man and horse carting and 
distributing fifteen loads of manure, 
say, seven tons, one day.. 43. 
Sowing four cwt. of seed potatoes, 
two men and a boy, for one to two 
days. 4. Moulding, spraying and 
weeding, three to four days. 5. 
Ploughing out and sorting, one week 
for two men. 6. Carting produce, 
say, one ton to railway, for varying 
distances, three horse loads—roughly, 
a total of, at least, twa weeks’ wank, 
or more if only one man is available. 

The value of the potatoes, one 
ton at 10s. per cwt., say, £10. The 
labour would. cost, at least, £5. The 
minimum cost and value, with no 
value put on seed or manure, would 
be, at least, £15, or probably, more, 
even up to £20. The area would be 
nearly 2 per cent. of the arable. An 
ordinary small farmer would grow 
about two roods of potatoes for his 
own use. 

On the above basis, an estimate 
might; be made that a small farmer 
is asked to contribute, at least, 10 
per cent. of his income. Equivalent 
contributions from business men and 
shopkeepers could thus be arrived at. 
A more practical proposal would be 
to ask for the gift of. say, one cwt., 
and the total result would be greater.

The Kuril Islands 


Recently it was reported from 
Vichy that American troops had 
landéd in the Kuril Islands, or 
Kuriles, which are the nearest part 
of Japanese territory to any occu- 
pied by Allied forces. They con- 
stitute a bt asac from the 
Aleutians, and, while the news of a 
landing has not been confirmed, it 
is reasonable to expect that the 
Kuriles will figure in the war at 
some stage. 

The islands number -thirty-two; 
they have an area of 6,150, but 
their population in 1928 was only 
4,400. They take their name from 
the Russian kurit, in allusion to 
the active volcanic character,of the 
group. One of the islands, named 
Kunashiri, has hot springs, a hot 
stream and a hot lake.
